The President told a question- 
er at his Oct. 27 press conference 
that when it came to choosing 
associate supreme court justices 
he would think it would be a 
good practice to bring in people 
who have had real experiente on 
the courts. He said he thought 
the Supreme Court ought ‘to 
offer great opportunity to judges 
who had court experience. 

Senators Hennings of Missouri 
and Kefauver of Tennessee, 
members of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee praised the appoint- 
ment, 

“He is an outstanding judge 
and has a fine record,” Kefauver 
said. “I think he is a good ap- 
pointment and I commend the 
President on appointing an out- 
standing jurist. I think he’ll be 
confirmed without opposition.” 

Salary Increase. 

Should Harlan be confirmed, 
he will get a pay increase along 
with the prestige of member- 
ship on the Supreme Court. His 
salary now is $17,500; it. would 
jump to $25,000. 

Judge Harlan, 55 years old, 
has been serving on the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, cover- 
ing Vermont, Connecticut and 
New York, since March 4 of 
this year, by appointment of 
Mr. 


r, 

Thé judge’s grandfather, Jus- 
tice John Marshall Harlan, 
served on the Supreme Court 
from 1877 to 1911. They both 
bear the name of one of the 
most famous Chief Justices, 
John Marshall. 

This is Mr. Eisenhower’s sec- 
ond Supreme Court appoint- 
ment. Last year, he named for- 
mer Gov. Earl Warren of Cali- 
fornia chief justice of the Unit- 
ed States after the death of 
Fred M. Vinson. 

If confirmed, Judge Harlan 
would join Warren and Justice 
Harold Burton. as the third Re- 
publican on the nine-man court. 

Judge Harlan told reporters 
in aw York yesterday he feels 
“very honored” and that if his 
nomination is confirmed by the 
Senate, “I will do the best I can 
to justify the great responsibili- 
ty that’s involved.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 — The 
assignment of fighter escorts to 
American military planes flying 
in the vicinity of Russian terri- 
tory is being studied by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles said 
today in commenting on the 
shooting down of a United States 
Air Force photo-mapping plane 
near Japan Sunday. 


Dulles said that the crew of 
the four-engine RB-29 had au- 
thority to return the fire of the 
attacking planes, described as 
“two  Russian-built MIG-type 
fighters,” but did not do so. This 
was a hairline decision on the 
part of the pilot, Dulles said, 
and some might disagree with it 
on the basis of second thought. 

Understandable Decision. 

The Secretary. also said the 
decision of the United States 
Ambassador to Russia, Charles 
E. Bohlen, to attend a state re- 
ception in Moscow shortly after 
receiving a report on the down- 
ing of the plane was under- 
standable and was another hair- 
line decision which Bohlen had 
to make under pressure of time. 

Just before Dulles’s press con- 
ference, which was unusually 
well-attended, Senator Majority 
Leader William F. Knowland 
and Senator Styles Bridges 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, criti- 
cized Bohlen for attending the 
Kremlin celebration. Knowland 
declared) he was “deeply 
shocked”; Bridges asserted the 
incident was “nothing short of 
apocryphal.” 

The armed Air Force plane 
crashed on Hokkaido island in 
northern Japan after the 11 
members of the crew bailed out. 
One died and 10 suffered slight 
injuries. 

In reply to a United States 
protest the Russians claimed 
the American plane fired first. 
That was also a falsehood, 
Dulles said. He pointed out that 
interviews with crew members 
established the fact that the 
Air Force plane did not fire 
and that there was even a ques- 
tion raised as to why the crew 
did not open up. 

Fragmentary Report. 

Dulles said the United States 
Embassy in Moscow received 
fragmentary reports on the in- 
cident shortly after 6 p.m. Sun- 
day. The reports were decoded 
and taken to Bohlen, who was 
to leave for the Soviet party 
at 7 p.m, 

Bohlen did not have time, 
Dulles said, for adequate evalu- 
ation of the reports nor did he 
have time to get advice from 
Washington. It was a situation 
in which he was called on as 
a Foreign Service officer to use 
his own judgment, Dulles said, 
as a failure to attend the recep-

Donnelly said “S@sterday he 
hopes to obtain th ecessary 
acceptances this week, “ahd get 
the survey under way.” 

The Governor added that he 
had received word from Gov. 
Walter J. Kohler Jr. of Wiscon- 
sin that Warden Joseph C. Burke 
of the Wisconsin penitentiary 
would not be available for serv- 
ice on the commission, because 
it was not considered advisable 
to grant him a leave of absence 
at this time. 

Donnelly has asked for the 
gervices of Burke, on a leave of 
absence basis, a a member of 
the survey commission, He said 
he would seek the gervices of 
another: warden, outside Mis- 
souri, to replace Burke, but 
would not say who; 

Two Acceptances. 

So far Donnelly has accept- 
ances from Edward R. Cass of 
New York, secretary of the 
American Prison Association, 
and Warden Joseph E. Ragen 
of the Joliet and Stateville pris- 
ons in Illinois. ‘Tlinois officials 
have granted leave for Ragen 
to. serve, it was said. 

The Governor would not say 
whether other acceptances had 
been received, or whether Mis- 
souri membérs would be in- 
eluded, ‘as he originally an- 
nounced. The Governor has 
said he desired a small commis- 
sion, perhaps five members and’ 
a consultant. 

The succession of penitentiary 
riots, starting last Sept. 22 and 
resumed for several days begin- 
ning last Oct. 22, resulted in the 
death of four convécts, wound- 
ing or injury of 67 other con- 
victs and four guards, and prop- 
erty damage of more than §$1,- 
000,000, including destruction of 
virtually all of the prison indus- 
trial shops.

Setting for the Synthetic? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


This is a time of crisis for our 
Symphony Orchestra and for many of 
the other great orchestras across the 
United States. It is a season when 
the business end of the orchestra 
organization wonders how it will ever 
see its way through another. 

At a time when the appreciation of 
immortal music is at its highest level 
in our land, as indicated by the vol- 
ume of classical record sales and the 
repertoir offered in the catalogs, it 
seems strange that we should have 
to be pleaded with to get us to attend 
live concerts. 

The high fidelity reproduction 
equipment market is booming. Thou- 
sands have spent small fortunes in 
acquiring the gear advertised to 
achieve the seemingly unattainable 
quality of “presence” for the re- 
corded performance in their own 
home. 

And all this time, right in Kfel 
Auditorium, it is possible to get the 
real thing—actual presence—for the 
comparatively small cost of an ad- 

* mission ticket. 

For almost four years now I have 
been in the Navy, statioried on the 
East Coast. During that time I have , 
heard the efforts of the orchestras 
of Norfolk, Jacksonville and Orlando.

Chairman Strauss’s failure to obtain the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission’s signature to the Dixon- 
Yates contract Monday suggests with growing 
emphasis the dissension which is tearing apart 
that unhappy agency. 7 


On Saturday, members of the Senate-House 


Joint Committee expressed doubt that they could 


properly pass judgment on the contract before 
it was signed. Adm. Strauss then agreed to sub- 
mit it to a vote of his five-member commission 
Monday morning, and expressed the. hope that 
the signed contract could be delivered to the 
joint committee later in the day. 


Instead, after the meeting of the atomic com- 
mission Monday, it was announced that a vote 
had not even been taken, and that the commis- 
sion “contemplated its ability to report on the 
matter by Thursday a.m.” This was a far cry 
from Mr. Strauss’s optimistic expectations of two 
days before, for the commission did not promise 
a signed contract even on Thursday. 

Commissioner Thomas E. Murray lifted a cor- 
ner of the curtain on AEC’s interior conflict in 
his testimony to the joint committee Saturday. 
He declared Chairman Strauss had long kept him 
in the dark about the Dixon-Yates negotiations, 
had usurped authority in handling the contract, 
and that in consequence the commission had 
been diverted from its grave tasks and its “‘non- 
political character seriously impaired.” , 

. * * 

These accusations recall Adm: Strauss’s efforts 
last summer to have himself designated by Con- 
gress as “principal officer” of AEC, a move 
which might have gone far toward placing the 
commission under one-man rule. Mr. Murray 
opposed the move at that time, along with Com- 
missioner Henry D. Smyth, since resigned. The 


question that now arises is whether Adm. Strauss" 


is continuing his efforts to gain personal control 
over the Atomic Energy Commission, with Dixon- 
Yates as the immediate instrument. 

In a memo to President Eisenhower June 15, 
referring to the President’s pending directive to 
AEC to sign the Dixon-Yates contract, Budget 
Director Hughes wrote: “Adm. Strauss is hope- 
ful that this will be a sufficient basis for Messrs. 
Smyth and Zuckert to support him in completing 
the contract.” (Eugene M. Zuckert, whose term 
has since expired, had joined with Dr. Smyth in 
protesting against the contract.) 

Later on, Chairman Strauss told the joint 
committee that he takes complete responsibility 
for everything done by AEC’s former general 
manager, Walter J. Williams, in bringing about 
the Dixon-Yates contract. 

No word here of the responsibilities of his 
four fellow-members. Yet only one other member 
of the AEC, Joseph Campbell, who favored mak- 
ing Adm. Strauss “principal officer,” has ever 
voted with the chairman in favor of the Dixon- 
Yates contract. Of President Eisenhower’s two 
recent appointees, Willard F. Libby left the 
room when the latest vote was taken, and John 
Von Neumann had not yet been sworn in. 

a - * 

The damaging effects which Dixon-Yates, with 

its public subsidy for high-cost private power, 
might have on the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
have been evident all along. The new question 
that arises is whether the effects may not be 
exceedingly: damaging to AEC. 
_ AEC’s missions of stockpiling nuclear bombs 
and developing beneficent uses of the atom call 
for the best brains of all five of its commission- 
ers. They call for a commission whose members 
are capable of working harmoniously together. 
And they call for the opportunity for the com- 
mission ‘to keep its mind on its business, free 
of extraneous distractions, 

All these requirements are frustrated by the 
continued embroilment of AEC in the question 
of how TVA {s to be supplied with power. 
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How to Save $51,000 


Thor W. Bruce is the head of the Board of 
Education's auditing department. As such he is 
one of the four quasi-independent executives 
who run the St. Louis public school system and 
compete for a share of its $25,000,000 budget. 
This is just about half the annual cost of run- 
ning the City of St. Louis. 

Auditor Bruce's budget, principally for salar- 
ies of his staff of 27, runs to $137,000 this year. 
That is a mere drop in the bucket when com- 
pared to the giants of the system—Superintend- 
ent of Instruction Hickey’s $19,000,000 allotment, 
or the $4,400,000 set aside for Building Commis- 
sioner Rhodes, or even the $1,601,036 appropri- 
ated for Secretary-Treasurer Wiethaupt. 

But the significance of the Bruce budget, as 
indeed it is with the others as well, is what he 
does with it. A. T. Kearney & Co., the Chicago 
business consultants who studied the non-teach- 


ing operations of the school system, alleges much ° 


of the money is going into “deliberate duplica- 
tions” and old-fashioned work methods. 

According to the report, reorganization of 
the administrative procedures dealing with 
finance and accounting in all departments could 
save the school system about $152,000 a year. 
This would be accomplished generally by elim- 
inating the useless shuffling of paper back and 
forth across departmental lines. In Mr. Bruce’s 
department alone, the saving would amount to 
$51,000—which is close to half his budget. 

Since the Kearney report cost the taxpayers 
$50,000, they presumably could actually make a 
slight profit on it from reorganization in Mr. 
Bruce’s department alone. 

They could, that is, if the School Board sees 
fit to order the Kearney reorganization into 
effect. 
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Storm Cloud Over Bonn 

On the Bonn horizon there is one of those 
clouds no larger than a man’s fist. It is the notice 
served on Chancellor Adenauer by the Free 
Democrats, the most mercurial element in his 
ruling coalition, that they will not vote to ratify 
the new London-Paris agreement unless the 
Saar question is reopened. 

Dr. Adenauer has yielded to this ultimatum 
to the extent of promising to ask Premier Men- 
des-France’s chief of cabinet to come to Bonn 
for further talks on a secondary level. In this 
way he may be seeking to mollify his trouble- 
some supporters, instead of precipitating an im- 
mediate crisis. But Paris immediately declined 
the invitation, , 

That France will accept any serious modifica- 
tion of the agreement so arduously negotiated, 
however, seems improbable. So there is the pos- 
sibility that while the French parliament was the 
breaking point for EDC, the German parliament 
may become the barrier to realization of the 
substitute arrangements. ee 

Dr. Adenauer has shown himself to be a 
political tactician of resourcefulness and force. 
His winning of constitutional sanction for Ger- 
man re-arming is an example. So he, may find a 
way around this threat. He may be able to con- 
vince the Bundestag that a relatively minor mat- 
ter should not be made a barrier to Germany’s

return to sovereignty and a place in the grand 
alliance of the West. 

If the planned plebiscite in the Saar could be 
held before the German showdown on ratifica- 
tion, and if the Saarlaenders voted to actept 
Europeanization, much ground would be cut 
from under Adenauer’s opposition in Bonn, Yet 
these Saarlaenders have an odd logic of their 
own. Prosperous as they were under the old 
League of Nations mandate, they voted over- 
whelmingly for reattachment to Germany as soon 
as they got the chance—even Hitler’s Germany! 

Now they are well pleased with the fruits of 
integration in the French economy, but they 
grumble about being Germans cut off from Ger- 
many. The last has not been heard from them. 

Statesmanship, both in Paris and in Bonn, 
would keep the Saar on the European shelf 
while greater works were brought into being. 
Dr. Adenauer has trouble on his hands. But 
that does not mean that the Old Gentleman may 
not make good sense prevail. 
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Time to Stop It 

The details about the latest plane incident in 
the Orient, as reported by the United States 
Government are as follows: 

The American RB-29 was not over Soviet terri- 
tory, as the Communists say, but “over Japanese 
territory in the Hokkaido area.” It was never 
closer than 15 miles to Soviet ground. It did 
not fire a single shot. 

Yet it was attacked without warning by two 
Soviet MIG fighters and shot down in flames. 
Eleven Americans were forced to bail out and 
one, Second Lt. Sigfredo Angulo of Los An- 
geles, lost his life in the sea into which his para- 
chute carried him. 

If these are the facts, and we know of no 
reason to question them, then the Soviet planes 
were guilty of the grossest breach of interna- 
tional comity. The note delivered to the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry by Ambassador Bohlen {s not 
an fota too strong. 

The American people will expect the Soviet 
Government to make all “the moral and material 
reparations” that lie within its power. Washing- 
ton should accept nothing less. 

It is impossible for Americans to square such 
incidents as this wanton shooting with Moscow’s 
honeyed words of conciliation, “co-existence,” 
and peace. If the Soviets want these words to 
make any impression, they must find a way to 
curb their trigger-happy border watchers. 

It goes without saying that American planes 
must scrupulously avoid Chinese or Russian ter- 
ritory on their flights. And it is just as plain 
that when our aircraft have avoided crossing 
over Communist territory, any attack on them 
comes as virtually an attack on the United States. 
Washington is none too strong in this latest pro- 
test. It should persist until Russia tells what the 
unquestioned facts were and makes any appropri- 
ate amends. 3 
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. Kansas City It Is

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The President Goes to the Bench 

For his second nomination to the United States 
Supreme Court, President Eisenhower has'chosen 
Judge John Marshall Harlan of the Federal 
Court of Appeals at New York. Unexpected 
though the choice is, it may turn out to be one 
of Mr. Eisenhower's very best appointments. 

In the first place, Justice-designate Harlan is 
a man of broad education and culture. A native 
of Chicago, he went as a Rhodes scholar from 
Princeton to historic Balliol College, Oxford, 
where he distinguished himself as a student of 
jurisprudence. 


A member of the New York bar for 30 years, © 


he has served as an assistant State’s Attorney in 
New York City and as chief counsel for the New 
York State Crime Commission. Last March Mr, 
Harlan was appointed by President Eisenhower 
to the Federal Court of Appeals at New York 
City which serves the three states of New York, 
Connecticut and Vermont. 

This has been the most celebrated of federal 
appellate courts. It is widely known as the 
“Court of the Hands,” after its two most distin- 
guished members for the last quarter century. 


These were tke famous judicial cousins, both-re- . 


cently retired: Augustus Noble Hand, who died 
last week, and Learned Hand, who continues al- 
most as active and bright as ever, eyen though 


he too is well beyond the 80-year mark. 


Although Judge Harlan’s tenure on the ap- 
pellate court has been only since last March, the 
reports on him must have been good or he sure- 
ly would not have been elevated over senior Re- 
publican appellate judges such as Orie L. Phil- 
lips at Denver and John J, Parker at Richmond. 
Undoubtedly a strong factor in his favor was his 
age of 55. The President said he hoped to find 
a jurist with “15 or 20 years to serve” and 
Judge Harlan would seem to meet that desire. 

The country may be glad that the President 
resisted whatever temptation there may have 
been to appoint Secretary of State Dulles, Gov. 
Dewey or Attorney General Brownell. The White 
House passed over the béfich in choosing Chief 
Justice Warren and it would have been a blow to 
the career personnel on the courts had it passed . 
over the ranks of judges a second time. 

The new Justice will carry a great name to the 
Supreme Court. Sixty years ago one of the most 
valued members of the highest bench was John 
Marshall Harlan, his grandfather. The first Har- 
lan became the “Great Dissenter” because he 
lived so far ahead of his time. Indeed, when the 
present court unanimously decided the public 


_school segregation cases in favor of equal rights, 
it merely applied the dissenting views of the first -

When title to the vast Louisiana Ter- 
ritory was delivered to the infarit Re- 
public in 1804, no part of its 830,000 
square miles of mountain, plain and 


river, except for New Orleans, had ever . 


been described in pictorial terms. 


By the close of the century that fol- 
lowed there was hardly an aspect of this 
dramatically varied immensity of land 
that had not inspired the artist’s brush 
or pencil. 

Meriwether Lewis and William Clark, 
when dispatched by President Jefferson 
in 1804 on an exploratory expedition 
westward, set forth into a wilderness. 
Yet before a century had passed the 
last frontier had disappeared. Through 
these years an increasing demand for 
the image of the West stirred up the 
artist to venture beyond the Mississippi. 

The territory offered boundless sub- 
ject matter for landscape and gradually 
this terra incognita with its fabulous 
mountains, oceanic plains and endless 
waterways which had captured the 
imagination of the world was revealed 
in sketch book, on canvas and in count- 
less prints from the lithographer’s stone 
and the engraver’s plate. 


Art Marches With the Army 


Among these men are some of the 
best known painters of nineteenth cen- 
tury America, such as George Catlin, 
George Caleb Bingham, Worthington 


‘Whittredge and Albert Bierstadt. Some 


were visiting Europeans. 
In a surprising number of instances 


it was the Army or an official areee <a 


ment expedition that provided 
means of bringing the artist into the 
West. In fact it was as an official mem- 
ber of Major Stephen H, Long’s iy “sto 
tion to the foot of the Rockies that 
uel Seymour, the English-born topo- 
graphic artist of Philadelphia, made 
the first landscapes beyond the Missis- 
sippi in 1819-20. Similarly it was a 
United States geological survey that 
carried Thomas Moran into the fabulous 
region of the Yellowstone 50 years later. 
Two of the most important and pro- 
ductive artists of the West accompanied 
private expeditions. These were Charles 
Bodmer, the Swiss who traveled with 
that veteran explorer and naturalist, the 
German princeling from the Rhineland, 
Maximilian of Wied, in 1833; and Alfred 
Jacob Miller who accompanied Sir Wil- 
liam Drummond Stewart, the Scottish 
sportsman, in 1837. 


Endurance, Skill and Tact 


Of all the phases of the life of the 
West that were radically altered or de- 
stroyed by the Purchase’ of 
none held greater fascination for the 
artist than the Indian. In Jefferson's 
Administration thousands of Indians of 
many tribes roamed the huge mid- 
continent. By 1900, despoiled of their 
primeval holdings and wild freedom, 
they existed only in reservations under 
sufferance of the Government. 

Meanwhile it was the artist who, at

ly Indian subject. This picture, “The 
Concealed Enemy,” representing an 
Osage brave in ambush, was painted 
about 1850 and is published in “West- 
ward the Way” for the first time. 

The Western pioneer, in search of 
new homes, of gold, of new opportuni- 
ties and religious freedom created his- 
tory of such epic character that we 
could wish the pictorial record were 
more complete. (The works on exhibit) 
show us the men who habitually pene- 
trated the farthest reaches of the fron- 
tier, the French Canadian voyageurs, 
the trappers and mountain men, the 
emigrants in their trains of covered 
wagons. 

They give us a glimpse of Army camp 
life on the plains; they emphasize the 
vigorous life of the established commu- 
nities of Missouri. As a companion of 
Albert Bierstadt wrote in 1858: “I doubt 
if there be any country but Kansas and 
Nebraska where the brush follows so 
hard on the rifle.” 


Bingham and Bierstadt are bywords, 
but who has heard of Mrs. S. B. Abbe, 
of William Baldwin and Anna Maria von 
Phul? The latter young woman who 
migrated from Kentucky to St. Louis in 
the second decade of the nineteenth 
century created the only pictorial im- 
pression, except for portraits, of the in-

SHOCKING LIFE, by Else Schieparelll. (€. P,

This autobiography of the great 
clothes designer is not shocking, but a 
vivid and exciting story of the personal 
life of an intense, honest, and brilliant- 
ly talented woman. 


As a little Italian girl, her love of 
beauty was so fierce that she planted 
flower seeds in her throat, ears and 
mouth in order to have a face covered 
with flowers like a heavenly garden. At 
14 she published a book of poetry of 
which she says she could not have 
realized what she was writing and, 
grown-up, would blush to say aloud a 
small part of what she wrote. 


She was still very young when she 
went to Paris to escape a marriage her 
family wanted. There she went to a ball 
and made her first evening dress, drap- 
ing blue and orange scarfs about her- 
self, zouave style, saving some material 
for a turban, because she had no more 
money for a hairdresser. But the 
pins gave way, disastrously—her first, 
sensational creation and her first failure 
as a couturiere. 


An unhappy marriage in London aml 
a baby to support, later sent her back. 
again to Paris where her ability to make 
friends brought Paul Poiret and 
Jean-Michel Franck to her help. With 
an Armenian peasant woman she de- 
signed and had made the first famous 


. Schiaparelli sweater. With its success 


she became daring and learned a few 
principles about clothes, principles made 
by herself, such as, “The more the body 
is respected, the better the dress ac- 
quires vitality.” 

“Bring the bust back into its own; 
pad the shoulders and stop the ugly 
slouch!” 

She made a sweater with white lines 
following the design of ribs, so that a 
woman appeared to be seen through an 
X-ray. She designed fish wriggling on 
the stomach for a bathifig suit. 


Throughout her career she had loved 
elegance, and fabrics and exotie colors. 
She stayed in a barofial castle in Scot- 
land where she could touch as well as 
see the wonderful tartans of some 30 
children who lived there. The Schiapa- 
relli newsprint fabric, which made 
thousands of scarfs and handkerchiefs, 
was inspired by the newspaper hats 
worn by fisherwomen in the rain. 


But her story is not only a story of 
the many-colored world of fashion and 
her friends of the haut monde. It is 
also the story of a woman who was bit- 
terly aware of the meaning of Musso- 
lini in her country, who gave up her 
career for three years during the war 
to stay in America as an independent, 
unofficial, but passionate representative 
of France, her adopted country, a 
woman who had to be both father and 
mother to a beautiful child crippled by 
infantile paralysis.

Eddie Bracken’s Character- 
ization Enhances the Role 
He Is Playing.

“The Seven Year Itch,” cur- 
rently Broadway's longest run- 
ning show, came to the American 
Theater last night, with the Chi- 
cago company, for a three-week

ducer. Although the last two

A Play on Imagination. 


It’s as simple as that. How- 
ever, Axelrod has adroitly and 
inventively embroidered this 
skimpy frame with a play upon 
the fervid imagination and nag- 
ging but conveniently elastic cop- 
science of the hero. These are 
done in little skits which. drift 
in and out of his thoughts, Axel- 
rod has used, with tongue in 
cheek, devices of the serious 
drama—the - soliloquy, the evo- 
cation of unspoken thoughts such 
as O’Neill employed in “Strange 
Interlude,” the fluid type of 
flashback used in “Death of a 
Salesman,” to implement this.

REPORT SAYS LATINS 


MOSTLY ANTERUSSIAN, NEED US. AD NOW 


‘President Is Advised That 
Help Would Guard 
Against Reds.

| WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower yester- 
day received an economic re- 
port which said Latin America 
“needs our help now.” 


The report, from a citizens’ 
advisory group named by the 
President, was described by its 
author as “something which 
might have considerable im- 
portance at the inter-American 
economic conference” opening 
Nov. 22 in Rio de Janeiro. 


J. Peter Grace Jr. of W. R. 
Grace & Co., a United States 
jconcern with extensive shipping 
and other interests in Latin 
America, wrote the report which 
said: 

“No aspect of our foreign pol- 
icy deserves more immediate or 
more serious consideration. None 
has more profound implications _ 
for our own security and 
growth.” 

Grace said the report was “in 
harmony” with already-declared 
United States economic policy 
toward Latin America, but dip- 
lomatic circles said it indicated 
the Washington government was 
planning a more comprehensive 
program for the Rio meeting. 
Various Latin American  na- 
tions have criticized the United 
States program for Latin Amer- 
ica as “inadequate.” 

The report said Latin America 
needed United States help im- 
mediately to “build the higher 
standards of living which are 
the surest safeguards against 
Communist penetration and sub- 
version.” 

The report was prepared by 
Grace as a member of the In- 
ternational Development Advis- 
ory Board, named by the Presi- 
dent to advise on economic poli- 
cies abroad. Grace and Eric 
Johnston, chairman of the board, 
presented it to the President.

Three persons, including one 
St. Louisan, were killed yester- 
day when two automobiles col- 
lided vn U.S. Highway 61 about 
two miles north of Jackson, Mo., 
the highway patrol reported 
today. 

The dead were Ray W. Wilson, 
45 years old, 3929 Juniata street; 
Andrew Frank Drumm, 82, Fruit- 
land, and his wife, 77. 

Wilson, driver of one of the 
cars, and Mrs, Drumm, whose 
husband was the other driver, 
were killed instantly. Drumm 
died three hours later in a Cape 
Girardeau (Mo.) hospital. 

The accident occurred when 
Wilson attempted to pass a truck 
on a curve, highway patrolmen 
said. His automobile collided 
with the car‘driven by Drumm. 

Joseph D, Proffer of St. 
Louis, a passenger in Wilson’s 
car, was injured seriously, the 
patrol said. 

Jerry Gibbs, 12, was. killed 
last night when the automo- 
bile in which he was riding 
collided with another machine on 
Illinois Route 140 about a mile 
north of Bethalto, Ill., State Po- 
lice reported.

VIENNA, Nov. 9 (AP)—The 
Soviet Information Service an- 
nounced today that Russian au- 
thorities in Austria have granted 
an American soldier political 
asylum.

Drafts Under Doors. 


UR little headache for today 
() is over an outside door that 

allows a cold blast of air to 
come in.tnrough the seam be- 
tween the bottom of the door 
and the threshold. Actually, 
it’s not the fault of the door— 
the trouble is usually that the 
wood threshold has been worn 
down so that now there is a good 
size gap between door and thres- 
hold. - 
If the seam isn’t too great a 
strip of weatherstripping along 
the edge of the door will keep 
out the air. Close the door and 
then fasten the stripping to the 
inside face of the door. Make 
sure that the stripping comes 
into contact. with the threshold 
along its entire length. The best 
type of weatherstripping for this 
particular job, in our opinion, 


is the type where the fabric or _ 


rubber is set in a metal strip, 


The metal strip is fastened to” 


the bottom face of the door and 
the fabric or a comes down 
to the threshold. 

For those who want some- 
thing a little fancier than this 
arramgement, there are several 
types of metal weathe ping 
for doors where the stripp is 
forced down. over the threshold 
as the door is shut to make\a 
positive contact with the 

Before this type, and 
the ordinary weatherstrip A 
for that matter, are ins R 
it’s best to. plane down the 
threshold so that it’s level alo 
the entire length. » 

One other way to insure a tight 
joint between the bottom of the 
door and threshold is to pac 
a special brass threshold wh 
contains a pop-up strip. This 
strip pops up into a recess cut 
along the bottom of the door 
and produces a water and air 
tight seam. 

,If you want something tempo- 
rary that will do the trick but 
won't look too hot, try tacking 
a strip of. old carpeting along 
the bottom edge of the door.

Learning to Read 


By Angelo Patri 

ILENT reading is being emphasized now in the schools, 

the reason being that most of our reading is done silent- 

ly. “Teachers and those who make the rules that govern 
classroom teachers should remember that silent reading in 
the first grades will not teach the beginners to read. Only 
when they can read and interpret can pupils reed silently 
with any worthwhile results. First-graders are learning to 
read, not reading to learn, as may be the case with the older 
children. Even they need to read aloud for accent, pronun- 

n, meaning and pleasure, 

It is especially important for beginning readers to read 
aloud. First they learn short sentences or phrases by sight 
and location. Then they read those learned sentences and 
phrases in context. They should first read the sentence si- 
lently and when they are certain of it, read it aloud. This 
oral reading has several values, any of which is worth- 
while.

THE TEACHER KNOWS where the child stands in his 
mastery of the readirig matter, his strength and weakness 
and can therefore direct her teaching to the point without 
waste of time or energy. The pupil has a sense of triumph 
in his suecess, a feeling of pride in being able to read his 
sentence to an audience, both of which feelings add to his 
strength and to his liking for reading. 

In my experience, reading in turn, the whole class at- 
tentive, is helpful to all concerned, It need not be a waste of 
time as some people claim if each child is following the line 
with his “finder,” and feels that he is likely to be called 
on any moment. 

Even the child who cannot as yet read gets a feeling 
of belonging when he holds his book, is helped to follow 
tha lines by a quicker learner, and shares in the lesson— 
even though he can do not more than say the line, his 
“story,” after his helper says it for him. To be shunted to 
one side and given “busy work” while the teacher hears the 
other children read, is riot going to teach this slow one to 


read, or to want to read. Let him have the strength of the . 


whole class with him and he does better. 
x *« * 


THE CLASS POWER is a greater help than many peo- 
ple realize. Unity of thought and action is unity of strength 
and that is something all pupils need. After that the group 
that needs special help can be attended to and individual 
instruction is in order. 

Let us be honest and practical and acknowledge that no 
teacher who has 35 to 50 pupils can manage five and more 
groups of children, each group engaged in a different ac- 
tivity. This often results in “busy work” games and foot- 
less occupations. 

Let us not be afraid to teach a class in unity of subject 
and spirit. And to realize that beginning readers must read 
aloud, and must be read to, if they are to learn to read ac- 
curately and with understanding.

No Smiles When Liberace Gets Mad 


Columnist Sees Him Balk at How-to-Bake-a-Cake Commercial, Refuse to Dress Up for Rehearsal

HOLLYWOOD. 

HE unsmiling side of Lib- 
T erace's nature has come to 

the surface. It was the first 
time I’ve seen him get mad. It 
happened at the end of a two- 
hour transcription session for 
his new radio program. 

His manager came in with 
some commercials for him to 
record for individual sponsors 
around the country. 

“I’m not going to mix any 
cakes,” Liberace said firmly. He 
turned to his sister, Angie, who 
was sitting beside him in the 
studio, and said: 

“The other day they wanted 
me to read one of those things 
where you say, ‘First you drop 
in one egg, and then you stir 
. +s They had me describing 
how to bake a cake. 

“I’m not going to do it. Either 
I play the piano or I’m a com- 
mercial announcer. Pm not go- 
ing to do both, and I’m not an 
announcer.” 

“On this one,” Seymour Hel- 
ler, his manager, said, “All. they 
want you to say is ‘And now 
Here’s a word from ...’” 

“That I'll do,” Liberace said. 

“What do they call those? 
Commercial lead-ins? I’m happy 
to be identified with the spon- 
sor With. lead-ins, but I’m not 
going to tell how to bake any- 
body’s cakes, or go on and on 
about somebody’s funeral parlor 
or somebody’s underwear. 

“We've got to put some limits 
on these things before they get 
out of hand. They bring in 
scripts an inch thick and they’re 
supposed to be minute commer- 
cials. I don’t know how any- 
body could possibly read all 
that stuff in one minute. 

“It’s undignified for me to do 
it, that’s what it is—undignified. 
Now let’s put a limit on it for 
each sponsor. And then let’s get 
all the scripts in here and we'll 
spend two weeks doing nothing 
but commercials, and. that'll be 
it. Then I can go back to play- 
ing the piano.”
